The mass meeting held in the 
courthouse at Elba last Saturday 
morning for the purpose of ar- 
ranging to carry the campaign for 
the Income Tax and Bond Issue, 
was attended by representative cit- 
izens from nearly every section of 
the county. 

The meeting was called to order 
by Dr. W. GC. Braswell and roll 
was called of the central commit- 
tee of the campaign, Practically 
all of this committee answered 
present and quite a number of the 
community chairmen were also 
present. Judge J. &A. Carnley made 
a motion that all members of the 
County Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee be added to the campaign 
committee, and the motion was 
unanimously adopted. 

At this point the meeting was 
turned into a round-table discus- 
sion. Jack D. Lee, representative 
from Coffee, was the first speaker. 
He told of his part in working for 
the measures in the legislature and 
how that he had supported the 
income tax measure in the regular 
session. His opinion was that un- 
less the income tax and bon« issue 
carry that a sales tax will be lev- 
icd. He expressed a desire to see 
the county go strong for the two 
measures, 

‘Dr. Braswell made a few re- 
marks in which he said that the 
only hope of ever getting advalo- 
rem taxes reduced was through in- 
come tax. He told of having vis- 
ited North Carolina, where thru 
income tax and other equitable tax 
measures the state has reduced its 
advalorem tax rate to 69 cents per 
hundred, whereas in Alabama the 
rate is $2.10 per hundred,

A, MONSTER SKELETON 


After being buried for ages in 
the fossil beds of northeastern 
Uiah, the largest skeleton ever dis- 
covered on land now stands in 
Carnegie Museum at Pittsburgh, a 
striking example of the monsters 
which roamed the earth during the 
Ave of Reptiles, many millions of 
years ago. 

This skeleton is that of a Bron- 
tosaurus, of the dinosaur order of 
reptiles, 100 feet long and 20 feet 
high. In life the animal weighed 
perhaps 20 tons. Alongside of it 
an elephant would seem as small 
relatively as a dog beside a horse, 

The fossil bed from which it wag 
taken is the most extensive deposit 
of dinosaurian and other reptilian 
remains ever discovered. It was 
found in 1919, and the site is un- 
der the protection of the National 
Park Service. More than 200 tons 
of bones and other material of 
scientific value have been removed 
for study and exhibition, with very 
little duplication of specimens. 


According to a recent statement 
by the Park Service, it is the be- 
lief of scientists that these pre- 
historic animals were originally 
imbedded in a sand bar in some 
ancient river, This sand turned 
into sandstone and was covered by 
thousands of feet of other strata of 
rocks, the whole later having been 
forced into an upright position by 
a great voleanie upheaval, which 
left the fossil bed exposed on a 
mountain top.

Rey. L, W, Tubb, pastor of the 
Elba Methodist Church, hands in 
the following with a request to 
publish it for the benefit of some 
of his members:

He retires early, sleeps 
well, and wakes up Monday morn- 
ing refreshed and able to go to 
work and does not have any symp- 
toms of the disease until the fol- 
lowing Sunday. The peculiar fea- 
tures are as follows: 

1. It always attacks members 
of the Church. 

2. It never makes its appear- 
ance except on Sunday and prayer 
meeting night. 

3. The symptoms vary, but it 
never interferes with the sleep or 
appetite. 

4. It never lasts more than 
twenty-four hours, 

5. It generally attacks the head 
of the family. 

6. It is contagious. 

7. No physician is ever called. 

8. It always proves fatal in the 
end to the soul. 

9. No remedy is known for it 
except prayer, 

10. Christ is the only antidote. 

11. It is becoming fearfully 
prevalent and is sweeping thous- 
ands every year prematurely to 
destruction,

Distress in All Areas Met by 
Giving Food, Clothing 
and Other Help. 


More than 43,000,000 familles 


throughout the nation were given 


relief of varions typer y the Amer 
ican Red Cross wn the past winter, 
to ald them in their distress caused 


by ubemployment, disaster or other 


misfortune, 
A major relief task, due to unem 
ployment and other unusual condi: 


Hons in the bituminous mining coun: 


tiles in twenty states, was met hy 
the Red Cross chapters alone, or 
participating with other ageneles, 
In these 143 counties, the Red Cross 


aided 90,000 families through gly: 
in, groceries, school lunches, cloth- 
ing, flour and other necessities to 
combat privation, 


Flour, milled trom government 
wheat turned over to the Red Grogs 


by Congress, was given to 15,000, 
000 persons in the perlod from 
March 8 to June 30, the close of the 


fiscal year. Flour will continue to 
be given through the winter of 
1952-33, and Red Cross chapters 
also will give cotton clothing, 
made from government cotton 
turned over to the Red Cross for 


distribution, 


“The Red Cross faces the busiest 
winter since the days of the World 


War,” Chairman John Barton Payne 
sald. “It is organized tn virtually 


every one of the 3,072 counties {n 
the United States, and will co 
operate with all agencies to meet 


distress wherever found. The flour 


has proved of great benefit, and the 


cotton clothing will be given wide 
distribution,” 


While carrying on nation-wide 
these unemployment and other re- 
lief measures, the Red Cross also 
was engaged fn its regular peace. 
time activities in public health 
nursing, service to ex-service men 
and their families, teaching home 
hygiene, tife saving and first ald. 
The Junior Red Cross, composed of 
almost 7,000,000 school children, 
also rallied to the support of the 
society's relief efforts, and the 
children aided others of their age 
In practical ways, formed sewing 
and food canning classes, and were 
of great assistance in chapter re- 
lief work. 

While the wheat and cotton were 
given by the U. S. Government, no 
money was provided to pay for the 
necessary work entailed. The Red 
Cross will meet this expense o2f 
almost $500,000 from {ts treasury. 
Citizens can aid by joining as mem- 
bers of the local Red Cross chapter 
during the roll call from Armistice 
Day to Thanksgiving Day. 


Clothes for the Needy 


Women volunteers sewing for the 
needy under direction of the Red 
Cross produced 296,000 garments 
last year, and will produce millions 
of garments in the winter of 1932- 
88. These will be from the millions 
of yards of cotton cloth distributed 
by the national Red Cross from the 
500,000 bales of cotton turned over 
to the organizatioi by Congress. 
Cloth was sent-to all chapters re- 
questing it, and latei it was pro- 
posed to send some simple ready- 
made garments, including trousers, 
overalls, underwea. stockings and 
SOx, 


Blind Readers Get Books 


Books in braille for reading by 
the blind are made by women under 
Red Cross direction, Last year 
2,818 such books were produced in 
single copy, and 38,538 in double 
copies, Fiction, biography, history, 
economics and school books were 
among those printed in braille, The 
Red Cross gives them to libraries 
for free distribution to blind 
readers.

Potato And Peanut Crops 
Show A Gain In Alabama 


MONTGOMERY,.—A strong in- 
crease in the yield of sweet pota- 
toes above last year’s production, 
an inerease in peanuts and a de 
crease in the corn erop is prediet- 
ed by F, W. Gist, state and fed 
eral statistician, for Alabama this 
year on a basis of condition of the 
crops on October 1. 

The condition of corn, Gist re- 
ported, declined three points dur- 
ing September and is now placed 
at 66, This indicates a yield of 
12.5 bushels an acre and the to 
tal production now in prospect for 
the year is 41,475,000 bushels as 
compared with 48,414,000 bushels 
in 1981. 

The total production of sweet 
potatoes is given as 8,820,000 bu- 
hels as compared with 5,804,000 
bushels in 1981. 

A yield of 550 pounds of pea- 
nuts an acre with a total produc- 
tion 172,700,000 pounds this year 

indieated as compared with 1638,- 
500,000 pounds last year. 

[ee production in September 
averaged about 23 eggs per 100 
hens, About 57 per cent of the 
cows were giving milk on October 
1 and the production reported was 
12.7 pounds a cov being milked 
or a decline of 2.7 pounds from 
that reported on September Ist. 

Pecan production was estimated 
at 1,400,000 pounds against 4,- 
000,000 pounds last year.

$450,000,000. 

That Joan wags oversubseribed 
about 18 times, he subscriptions 
totalled the immense sum of $8,- 
468,000,000. This is nearly half 
as much as our national debt, and 
nearly as much as our war debtors 
owe us. It would pay all the ex- 
penses of our government for two 
r It is more than $60 for 
every man, woman and child of 
us, And people have all this mon- 
ey, available in cash, to give the 
United States Treasury in return 
for pieces of engraved paper prom- 
ising three per cent interest, with 
repayment of the principal in due 
time. 

The real meaning of this huge 
subseription is that the great num- 
bers of our people who really have 
money are taking abnormal pre- 
cautions to safeguard it and are 
asking the government to keep it 
for them beeause they do not trust 
ordinary investments.

FROM AUTO JUNK 


Old Hulks May Now Be Converted 
Into Valuable Material 


That every old automobile 
hulk now rusting in a vacant lot 
or back road will soon disappear 
entirely from the scene is pre- 
dicted by engineers. These hulks 
will be converted into new steel 
through the use of a new form of 
briquetted ferro-alloys shown at 
the recent National Metal Expo- 
sition in Buffalo. 

Ferro-alloys in the briquetted 
form were exhibited by Electro 
Metallurgical Company, a unit of 
Union Carbide and Carbon Cor- 
poration, and are produced at the 
company’s plant in Niagara Falls.
